as by the contrarie, a/great number ofthem thate- 
uer haue bene convi@ or cofeſlors of Witchcraft, 
as may be;preſently ſeene by many that haue at 
this time confeſſed: they are by the contrary, I ſay, 


ſome of them rich and worldly: wiſe, ſome of them

by the contrary,the Melancholicques neuer ſpares 
to bewray themſelues , by their continualldiſcour- 
ſes,feeding thereby their humor inthat which tliey 
thinke nocrime; Asto your third reaſon,it ſcarſe-
